UNITED NATIONS, NY. OP

UNITED NATIONS, N Y . OJPD 
— Russia objected today to 
holding a meeting of the eco­ 
nomic and social council be­ 
cause the General Assembly 
had failed to fill one of the 
vacancies 
on 
the 
18-nation 
body. 
The situation created a par­ 
liamentary crisis unprecedent­ 
ed in U N, history. 
After a long and legalistic 
argument, the c o u n c i l ad­ 
journed without even electing 
its officers for 1961. 
It voted 15 to 0 with 2 ab­ 
stentions to have its president 
consult Irish Ambassador Fred­ 
erick H. Boland, president of 
the General Assembly, in an 
effort to speed election of the 
18th member. 
The General Assembly, in a 
series of ballots held last De­ 
cember and again last month, 
was unable to break a deadlock 
between Indian and Belgium 
for the sixth of six seats which 
the 
U.N. 
charter 
stipulates 
shall be filled each year for 
three-year terms. Further bal­ 
loting was postponed indefi­ 
nitely on March 8 
Soviet Ambassador Valerian 
A. Zorin called upon the as­ 
sembly to hold a further vote 
soon so that the council would 
have its full complement of 18 
members. 
“Until this is done in the 
General Assembly,” Zorin said, 
“we think this council should 
not meet.” 
U.S. Delegate Philip M. Klutz- 
nick said the council, w’ith 17 
members, had a quorum and 
should 
proceed.

should ask Secretary General 
Dag Hammarskjold to give an 
opinion on the legality of the 
meeting.

Almonte 
residents 
raised 
vigorous p r o t e s t yesterday 
against a Greyhound Corp. pro­ 
posal to park and store buses 
on a vacant section of the Tam- 
alpais High School property at 
Almonte Boulevard and Miller 
Avenue. 


Many persons objecting to 
the plan showed up at a Marin 
County Planning Commission 
hearing on Greyhound’s appli­ 
cation for a use permit. 
About 25 letters of protest 
were read, and a petition with 
about 90 names requesting de- 
niol of the bus company appli­ 
cation was submitted. 
The commission, after hear­ 
ing the protests, arguments by 
attorney William Wolfson, rep­ 
resenting the property owners, 
and by J. D. Maatta, Greyhound 
attorney, continued the matter 
to April 17. 
The planning staff was asked 
to contact the Mill Valley Plan­ 


ning Commission to see if some 
other 
arrangement 
can 
be 
worked out. 
The city of Mill 
Valley is undertaking the beau­ 
tification 
of 
Miller 
Avenue 
where the buses are presently 
stored (about a mile from the 
proposed new location) and the 
buses must 
be removed 
by 
April 21. 


The Tamalpais High property 
which the bus company wants 
to use is zoned single residen­ 
tial. 
It is known as the athle­ 
tic field extension. Greyhound 
wants to store a maximum of 
24 buses there overnight. 
The planning staff recom­ 
mended that the application for 
a use permit be denied. 
Most of the letters of protest 
cited noise, dust, fumes, health 
and safety reasons for their ob­ 
jections. 
Greyhound attorney Maatta 
doubted whether the planning 
commission 
had 
jurisdiction 


over the matter. 
“Ours is a 
superior use—the right of emi­ 
nent domain.” 
Maatta said Greyhound car­ 
ried 1.500 persons a day in and 
out of Mill Valley and environs. 
Buses would be parked on the 
lot overnight between 5 and 7 
p.m., and the first bus would 
leave about 5:50 a.m. 
The 
attorney 
said 
fumes 
would be carried out toward 
the 
bay, 
but this comment 
brought loud 
laughter from 
the audience. 
Residents had 
protested fumes would create 
a nuisance. 
Maatta said it would cost the 
bus company a greater loss if 
it had to “deadhead’’ uses out 
of 
San 
Francisco, 
and 
“we 


would have to ask for a rate 
increase.” 
Attorney Wolfson said a ser­ 
ies of shops would not have as 
harsh an impact on people as 
the bus terminal. He compared 
it to the coming or an industry 
to the area. 
Maatta predicted that after 
the 
terminal 
was 
started, 
people would find their alarms 
were mostly based on fear, not 
reality. 
Maatta said the Tamalpais 
Union High School District had 
already granted Greyhound the 
right to use the property, but 
Frank Cassou, 
business man­ 
ager for the district, said no 
lease has been signed. 
The 
district board has expressed its 
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intention to let negotiations 
take place, but there are a 
whole series of procedures to 
go through, including a public 
hearing, before the m atter is 
approved, he said. 
Planning director Mary Sum­ 
mers commented that if Grey­ 
hound had the power to con­ 
demn, as Maatta indicated, the 
company should use condemna­ 
tion “in areas where it is ap­ 
propriate.” 
Maatta said the company was 
not threatening to condemn 
land. 
It has been trying to 


find a location for six months, 
and will cooperate with what­ 
ever can be worked out, ho 
said.

The San Rafael Cite Council !

ship, last night returned to the 
planning commission for re-1 
drafting a proposed ordinance 
giving the city architectural 
control over buildings. 
The three members who are 
all up for re-election nex^ Mon­ 
day were all critical of the or 
dinance as drawn. They are 
Mayor John F. Mclnnis. for 
whom the election is mere 
formality as he is unopposed 
and Councilman Louis H. Baar 
and 
David Menary Jr., who 
face a fight for re-election with 
three aspirants for their seats. 
The proposed o r d i n a n c e , 
would extend architectural con­ 
trol by the planning commis­ 
sion to every building except‘ 
one-family and two-family resi­ 
dences. Such control is already ( 
in effect in East San Rafael. 
Said Menary: “What I'm 
afraid of is that, if this goes 
through, in another couple of 
years it's going to be control of 
every house." 
Mayor Mclnnis objected to . 
the closing sentence of the pro­ 
posed ordinance, which said de­ 
cision of the planning commis­ 
sion would be final.

A pet-tough policy toward j 
property owners along sub- ¡ 
standard hillside streets w as; 
recommended to the San Ra­ 
fael City Council last night by 
j City Atty. A. E. Bagshaw. 
Two weeks ago. P u b l i c : 
j Works Director Norris Rawles 
reported receipt of a letter 
from six residents of Fair 
j Drive, asking the city to force 
R. E. Nolan and Sons, contrac­ 
tors. to restore the street to 
its former condition. The sign- j 
ers complained the contractors' 
trucks had broken it down. 
City Attorney Bagshaw at 
that time said he doubted the 
city could force the contractor 
to repair the street. He was 
asked to research the matter 
further. 
He did so, and submitted his 
answer last night in six type­ 
written pages. Summed up, his 
findings were: 
1. Fair Drive 'and various 
other streets in the Coleman 
Drive-Chula Vista area) have 
never been formally accepted 
by the city. But the city has 
spent money to surface and re- 1 
pair them. By doing so. it has 
made itself responsible to see 
that they are kept passable. 
2. In effect, this subsidizes.! 
at the expense of taxpayers 
throughout the city, owners of 
hillside lots who have never 


paid to have proper streets in­ 
stalled. 
3. The city should institute 
assessment district proceedings 
to bring such sub-standard 
streets up to standard. "If the 
majority of residents will not 
approve an assessment district.! 
the city should maintain the 
streets to the barest minimum 
and should exercise its police 
powers to the extreme" to lim­ 
it the weight of vehicles that 
could use the streets. 
William Geraldi of 30 Fair 
Drive took issue with these 
findings. He claimed the street 
was re-surfaced by the city only 
a few months ago and would 
have been satisfactory were it 
not for the construction trucks, 
but now is extremely hazard­ 
ous. 
Interposed Bagshaw: "Sup­ 
pose your house hadn’t been 
built yet: trucks would have 
had to haul materials in there.1 
Because you’re there, vou want 
to keep someone else from 
building.” 
"May I ask what has to be 
done?" said Geraldi. 
“A road has to be built, ac­ 
tually." replied Mayor John F. | 
Mclnnis.

It developed the bids called 
for inclusion of a body made by 
Utility Body Co. of Oakland.1 
which Trivett said is designed 
with suitable compartments for 
carrying fire fighting equip-! 
ment. The fire chief said the j 
words "or equal" followed the 
body specifications, but the bid 
call did not include these 
words. 
"Can we go to the Utility 
Body people and have them put 
a body on?" asked Mayor John 
F. Mclnnis. 


Yes, replied Trivett, and the 
price would be $677. 
The council directed City 
Manager Dan E. Andersen to 
help Chief Trivett draw up a 
third set of .specifications, per­ 
haps this time for a chassis 
only, with the body to be in­ 
stalled separately.

TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Why We Say Advertisers 
Do Not Affect Editorial Policy 


(NOTE: Readers often ask ques­ 
tions about newspapers. During our 
100th anniversary observance, we in­ 
tend to try to answer some of these 
questions directly. Today’s editorial 
is one of these.) 


“Is your editorial policy affected by 
advertisers?” 
This question usually isn’t phrased so 
politely. Often it is thrown at us with 
the implication that everyone knows the 
answer; of course advertisers affect edi­ 
torial policy. 
We’re proud to say that this assumed 
answer is not true. 
The ony affect advertising has upon 
the editorial policy of this paper is in 
our concern for our advertisers as a part 
of the whole we call Marin County. 
As we said in an earlier editorial, our 
editorial policy is guided by the welfare 
of the people of Marin. Insofar as our 
advertisers are a part of these people, 
they affect our editorial policy. Beyond 
that, and as individual advertisers, they 
have no influence at all. 
There are good reasons for this, rea­ 
sons, we’re proud to say, most adver­ 
tisers in Marin County understand. As 
a result there is almost never an attempt 
by individual advertisers to tell us what 
we “must” do. The reasons are these: 
In order for a newspapers to be trust­ 
ed and respected, it must play fair with 
its readers. Now if readers know, or 
even suspect, that an outside influence 
like an advertiser can go to the news­ 
paper and get preferred treatment, they 
would not trust us. If they don't trust 
the news columns, certainly they are 
not going to trust the advertisements 
either. 
An advertiser, when he understands 
that, doesn’t come around seeking spe­ 
cial privilege. He knows not only that he 
won't get it, but that if he should, he will 


actually be destroying the very thing he 
is trying to build up, the effectiveness 
of his own advertising. 
But what if a “really big” advertiser 
threatens to withdraw all of his adver­ 
tising if a “bad” story is put in the paper 
about him? 
Happily, 
the 
Independent - Journal 
does not have a “big” advertiser who 
could seriously cripple our operations. 
Certainly we want to retain our adver­ 
tisers and add more. We need them to 
keep in business and improve our prod­ 
uct for you. But even, for example, if 
all the grocers in Marin County got to­ 
gether and decided not to advertise in 
the I-J, their total lineage, and they’re 
one of the biggest, is only about 5 per 
cent of the advertising in the paper. 
We wouldn’t relish having them ieave 
our pages (and in singling them out 
here we’re not implying they ever even 
thought of doing so). They certainly 
would be a serious loss to us and to our 
readers. But it would not be a fatal 
blow’. We would continue to publish and 
hope to prove to them we were perform­ 
ing a real service that they again would 
need. 
One other reason for our freedom 
from advertisers’ influence is that our 
editorial and advertising departments 
are completely divorced from each oth­ 
er. 
We doubt that a single reporter or 
editor on the I-J can tell you the adver­ 
tising rates of this paper. Not only that, 
we doubt they can even give you the 
names of the 
advertising salesmen. 
They don’t know’ any more about who 
the big or little advertisers are than 
does any other reader. 
So these are the reasons why we say 
our advertisers do not unduly affect our 
editorial policy. It is a wonderful rela­ 
tionship, one we hope to maintain for 
the next 100 years.

For Haerle

1. If there were “nothing 
else” but the City Hall riots

THE FILES of a police de­ 
partm ent are seldom seen by 
the public, never considered 
—yet they may be as import­ 
ant as the man on the beat. 
At the Novato Police De­ 
partment, you can open one 
file drawer and find an alpha­ 
betical listing of names—any­ 
one w’ho has put in a com­ 
plaint, been a victim of the 
myriads of possible crimes, 
been a witness, an accused, 
convicted, or is a parolee and 
lives in the area. 
A name w’hich appears too 
often in the file may be a 
clue to solving some future 
case which come-and-go mem­ 
ory might never connect with 
it. 


IN ANOTHER file is a list 
of cases handled by the de­ 
partment, still rather thin 
since Novato has had its owm 
department for only three 
months. Each case is filed un­ 
der its particular category, 
from auto theft to prowler. 
A side comment from Po­ 
lice Chief Roy Melgaren — no 
one takes the theft of an 
automobile 
t o o 
seriously, 
since it most often is recov­ 
ered. But in terms of property 
loss, auto theft would prob- 
ablv lead the list of crimes. 
Then there are crime re­ 
ports wrhich show that in Jan­ 
uary, there were four burg­ 
laries or attempts, one lar­ 
ceny over $50 value. 15 lar­ 
cenies under $50 value, four 
thefts of cars. 
In February, one assault,

THE FIGURES are just that, 
only numbers now.

McLaren points out that the 
numbers can be misleading.

This claim is*made over and 
over again in the President’s 
message and in Budget Direc­ 
tor David Bell’s testimony. 
Kennedy is not one who is 
overly eager to spend the pub­ 
lic money. He does not belong 
to the school of “w’hen in 
doubt, let’s spend.” When you 
consider the high cost of de­ 
fense and the urgency of the 
nation’s needs — highways, 
housing, school, and aid to de­ 
pressed areas—the Kennedy 
administration has acted mod­ 
erately in adding to probable 
Eisenhower deficits. 


BUT THE PRESIDENT can­ 
not claim that the projected 
’61 and ’62 deficits will be 
the result of past misjudg- 
ments on income and spend­ 
ing. Such a claim is sheer po­ 
litical propaganda. It is inac­ 
curate, misleading, and vio­ 
lates a pledge which, as can­ 
didate and President, Ken­ 
nedy made: to neither blur 
nor sugar-coat the facts. 
Here is the way Kennedy 
put it in his budget message: 
“Should there be a deficit in 
1962, it will be the conse­ 
quence of the overestimation 
of revenues and underestima­ 
tion of expenditures” in Ei­ 
senhower’s Januarybudget. 
The catch in this claim is 
all in one little word—the 
wrord “it.” The “it” refers to 
the 
anticipated 
deficit 
18 
months from now. The budg­ 
et message repeats again and 
again that the deficit will be 
limited to the miscalculations 
—the over-optimism—of his 
predecessor, not at all to the 
Kennedy administration’s own 
spending programs. 


BUT DO THE figure* in tht 


Kennedy budget confirm the 
Kennedy words? 
Kennedy’s owrn figures show 
that, while the new adminis­ 
tration’s expenditures do not 
alone create the deficits this 
year and next, they do in­ 
crease the size of those defi­ 
cits appreciably. That seems 
to me quite different from 
w’hat the President is saying. 
It is quite true that, be­ 
cause of the recession, the 
economy is producing less 
revenue than the Eisenhower 
administration expected, that 
Eisenhow’er 
underestimated 
his own expenditures. The 
truth 
is 
that 
Eisenhow’er 
w’ould almost certainly have 
had a deficit and that Ken­ 
nedy has upped it. The facts 
are these: 
Kennedy’s additional spend­ 
ing programs this year will 
produce an estimated deficit 
of $2,169,000.000 while, even 
on Kennedy's own calcula­ 
tions, the Eisenhow’er deficit 
would have been $805,000,000. 
And in June, 1962, the Eisen­ 
hower programs would have 
produced a $704,000,000 defi­ 
cit while the new Kennedy 
programs, 
including 
$655,- 
000,000 increase in the de­ 
fense budget, will produce a 
deficit of $2,826,000,000. 


PRESIDENT K E N N E D Y 
may have felt he had to go 
through this strained political 
exercise of blaming his pre­ 
decessor for the upcoming 
budget 
deficits. 
Only 
two 
months ago he went far out 
on a precarious limb by de­ 
claring that 
his programa 
would not “of and by them- 
selves unbalance” the earlier 
budget—and there he hung. 
The President can reason­ 
ably defend his spending pro­ 
grams as prudent and neces­ 
sary, but w’hat seems unfair 
is to give so much “credit” to 
Eisenhower for the siim of 
the deficit».

The commission, after hear­ 
ing the protests, arguments by 
attorney William Wolfson, rep­ 
resenting the property owners, 
and by J. I). Maatta, Greyhound 
attorney, continued the matter 
to April 17.

Greyhound 
wants to store a maximum of 
24 buses there overnight. 
The planning staff recom­ 
mended that the application for 
a use permit be denied. 
Most of the letters of protest 
cited noise, dust, fumes, health 
and safety reasons for their ob­ 
jections. 
Greyhound attorney Maatta 
doubted whether the planning 
commission 
had 
jurisdiction 


over the matter. 
“ Ours is a 
superior use—the right of emi­ 
nent domain.” 
Maatta said Greyhound car­ 
ried 1.500 persons a day in and 
out of Mill Valley and environs. 
Buses would be parked on the 
lot overnight between 5 and 7 
p.m., and the first bus would 
leave about 5:50 a m.

Works Director Norris Rawies 
reported receipt of a letter 
from 
six 
residents 
of 
Fair 
Drive, asking the city to force 
R. E. Nolan and Sons, contrac­ 
tors. to restore the street to 
its former condition. The sign­ 
ers complained the contractors' 
trucks had broken it down. 
City Attorney Bagshaw at 
that time said he doubted the 
city could force the contractor 
to repair the street. He was 
asked to research the matter 
further. 
He did so. and submitted his 
answer last night in six type­ 
written pages. Summed up. his 
findings were: 
1. Fair Drive »and various 
other streets in the Coleman 
Drive-Chula Vista area» have 
never been formally accepted 
by the city. But the city has 
spent money to surface and re­ 
pair them. By doing so, it has 
made itself responsible to see 
that they are kept passable. 
2. In effect, this subsidizes, 
at the expense of taxpayers 
throughout the city, owners of 
hillside lots who have never 


1 paid to have proper streets in­ 
stalled. 
3. The city should institute 
assessment district proceedings 
to 
bring 
such 
substandard 
streets up to standard. “If the 
majority of residents will not 
approve an assessment district, 
the city should maintain the 
streets to the barest minimum 
and should exercise its police 
powers to the extreme" to lim­ 
it the weight of vehicles that 
could use the streets. 
William Geraldi of 30 Fair 
Drive took issue with these 
findings. He claimed the street 
was re-surfaced by the city only 
a few months ago and would 
have been satisfactory were it 
not for the construction trucks, 
but now is extremely hazard­ 
ous. 
Interposed Bagshaw: “Sup­ 
pose your house hadn't been 
built yet; trucks would have 
had to haul materials in there. 
Because you're there, vou want 
to keep someone else 
from 
building.” 
“May I ask what has to be 
done0” said Geraldi. 
“A road has to be built, ac- 
tually.” replied Mayor John F. 
Mclnnis.

(NOTE: Readers often ask ques­ 
tions about newspapers. During our 
100th anniversary observance, we in­ 
tend to try to answer some of these 
questions directly. Today’s editorial 
is one of these.) 


“ Is your editorial policy affected by 
advertisers?’’ 
This question usually isn’t phrased so 
politely. Often it is thrown at us with 
the implication that everyone knows the 
answer; of course advertisers affect edi­ 
torial policy. 
We're proud to say that this assumed 
answer is not true. 
The ony affect advertising has upon 
the editorial policy of this paper is in 
our concern for our advertisers as a part 
of the whole we call Marin County. 
As we said in an earlier editorial, our 
editorial policy is guided by the welfare 
of the people of Marin. Insofar as our 
advertisers are a part of these people, 
they affect our editorial policy. Beyond 
that, and as individual advertisers, they 
have no influence at all. 
There are good reasons for this, rea­ 
sons, we re proud to say, most adver­ 
tisers in Marin County understand. As 
a result there is almost never an attempt 
by individual advertisers to tell us what 
we “must'' do. The reasons are these: 
In order for a newspapers to be trust­ 
ed and respected, it must play fair with 
its readers. Now if readers know, or 
even suspect, that an outside influence 
like an advertiser can go to the news­ 
paper and get preferred treatment, they 
would not trust us. If they don't trust 
the news columns, certainly they are 
not going to trust the advertisements 
either. 
An advertiser, when he understands 
that, doesn't come around seeking spe­ 
cial privilege. He knows not only that he 
won't get it, but that if he should, he will

actually be destroying the very thing he 
is trying to build up, the effectiveness 
of his own advertising. 
But what if a “really big” advertiser 
threatens to withdraw’ all of his adver­ 
tising if a “bad ’ story is put in the paper 
about him? 
Happily, 
the 
Independent - Journal 
does not have a “big” advertiser who 
could seriously cripple our operations. 
Certainly we want to retain our adver­ 
tisers and add more. We need them to 
keep in business and improve our prod­ 
uct for you. But even, for example, if 
all the grocers in Marin County got to­ 
gether and decided not to advertise in 
the I-J, their total lineage, and they're 
one of the biggest, is only about 5 per 
cent of the advertising in the paper. 
We wouldn’t relish having them ieave 
our pages (and in singling them out 
here we re not implying they ever even 
thought of doing so). They certainly 
would be a serious loss to us and to our 
readers. But it would not be a fatal 
blow. We would continue to publish and 
hope to prove to them we were perform­ 
ing a real service that they again w’ould 
need. 
One other reason for our freedom 
from advertisers’ influence is that our 
editorial and advertising departments 
are completely divorced from each oth­ 
er. 
We doubt that a single reporter or 
editor on the I-J can tell you the adver­ 
tising rates of this paper. Not only that, 
we doubt they can even give you the 
names of the 
advertising salesmen. 
They don't know’ any more about who 
the big or little advertisers are than 
does any other reader. 
So these are the reasons why we say 
our advertisers do not unduly affect our 
editorial policy. It is a wonderful rela­ 
tionship, one we hope to maintain for 
the next 100 vears.

lished, Communists in the l T. 
S. have engaged in more than 
mere propaganda. Espionage 
agents, however, are not no­ 
torious for publicizing w'hat 
they are up to and what moti­ 
vates them, nor, so far as I 
know, are their activities in 
any way sustained or support­ 
ed by every' group to which a 
single Communist belongs, or 
every group which, in com­ 
mon with the Communists, as­ 
serts that what goes up does 
not always come dowm, that 
“civil defense” is a pernicious 
distraction, that Remington's 
death is something of which 
we may not take pride, or 
that a proper political argu­ 
ment is concerned with the 
greatest good for the greatest 
number, etc. 


But since as Mr. Haerle 
says, propaganda is one thing 
and espionage another, is it 
not legitimate to ask whether 
our security is materially en­ 
hanced by an “investigation” 
of propaganda?

There is the standard men­ 
tal picture of the fiat-footed 
cop walking his beat, or more 
romantically, riding a horse 
in those cities which still em­ 
ploy one-horsepower vehicles. 
Most often you see him 
cruising in the patrol car. De­ 
pending on how you have liv­ 
ed your life, you have seen 
him through the wTong side 
of the bars or testifying in 
court. 


The man (occasionally wo­ 
man) is the enforcer. But be­ 
hind him is a mountain of 
paper work. 


THE FILES of a police de­ 
partment are seldom seen by 
the public, never considered 
—yet they may be as import­ 
ant as the man on the beat. 
At the Novato Police De­ 
partment, you can open one 
file draw’er and find an alpha­ 
betical listing of names—any­ 
one w’ho has put in a com­ 
plaint, been a victim of the 
myriads of possible crimes, 
been a witness, an accused, 
convicted, or is a parolee and 
lives in the area. 
A name which appears too 
often in the file may be a 
clue to solving some future 
case which come-and-go mem- 
ory might never connect with 
it. 


IN ANOTHER file is a list 
of cases handled by the de­ 
partment, 
still 
rather thin 
since Novato has had its own 
department for only three 
months. Each case is filed un­ 
der its particular category, 
from auto theft to prowler. 
A side comment from Po­ 
lice Chief Roy McLaren — no 
one takes the theft of an 
automobile 
t o o 
seriously, 
since it most often is recov­ 
ered. But in terms of property 
loss, auto theft would prob­ 
ably lead the list of crimes. 
Then there are crime re­ 
ports wrhich show that in Jan­ 
uary, there wrere four burg­ 
laries or attempts, one lar­ 
ceny over $50 value, 15 lar­ 
cenies under $50 value, four 
thefts of cars. 
In February, one assault, 
nine burglaries or attempts, 


two larcenies over $50 value, 
seven under $50, two auto 
thefts. 
In March, one assault, two 
burglaries or attempts, 17 lar­ 
cenies under $50, six over $50. 


THE FIGURES are just that, 
only numbers now. It’s too 
early to compare the number 
of crimes and closed cases 
with other comparable cities 
and come up with valid con­ 
clusions. 
It's 
a 
beginning 
which 
through the years wall indi­ 
cate the level of enforcement 
and crime suppression. 
McLaren points out that the 
numbers can be misleading. 
There’s the theft of $400, re­ 
ported by a drunken woman 
who later told police to “just 
forget it.” Was it a theft? It 
has to be listed as such. 
A bicycle is taken from a 
garage. Novato police list it as 
burglary—other departments, 
with less accuracy, would say 
petty theft and the reports 
would show' they were doing 
a good job suppressing burg­ 
laries, a more serious charge. 


ON THE WALL in a side 
room of the Novato station 
there are three maps, freckled 
with colored pins. 
Clusters of pins on one map 
show 
miscellaneous 
thefts 
are concentrated most heav­ 
ily in the two to three blocks 
surrounding highway 101 and 
Grant Avenue, the main drag, 
and at Novato Boulevard and 
Sunset Parkway area. 
Accidents are clustered at 
highway 101 and Grant. (The 
California H i g h w a y Patrol 
patrols the highway, though 
it is within the city limits; 
accidents reported by CHP 
men are not included on the 
map). 
The more than 20 prowler 
reports are concentrated most 
heavily in the area bounded 
by Railroad Avenue, Lamont 
Avenue and highway 101 and 
to the south of the area. 
The paper w'ork is the 
background for intelligent, se­ 
lective law' enforcement, the 
battle plan which can show 
through the years w'hether 
the w'ar is being wron or lost.

Kennedy Not Factual In Blaming 


Eisenhower For Size Of Deficit 


WASHINGTON — President 
Kennedy is, I think, making a 
serious mistake by claiming 
that the next two budget 
deficits, this year's and 1962, 
are due to Eisenhow’er's “mis­ 
calculations.” 
This claim is*made over and 
over again in the President’s 
message and in Budget Direc­ 
tor David Bell’s testimony. 
Kennedy is not one wrho is 
overly eager to spend the pub­ 
lic money. He does not belong 
to the school of “urhen in 
doubt, let’s spend.” When you 
consider the high cost of de­ 
fense and the urgency of the 
nation's needs — highways, 
housing, school, and aid to de­ 
pressed areas—the Kennedy 
administration has acted mod­ 
erately in adding to probable 
Eisenhow’er deficits. 


BUT THE PRESIDENT can­ 
not claim that the projected 
’61 and ’62 deficits will be 
the result of past misjudg- 
ments on income and spend­ 
ing. Such a claim is sheer po­ 
litical propaganda. It is inac­ 
curate, misleading, and vio­ 
lates a pledge which, as can­ 
didate and President, Ken­ 
nedy made: to neither blur 
nor sugar-coat the facts. 
Here is the w’ay Kennedy 
put it in his budget message: 
“Should there be a deficit in 
1962, it will be the conse­ 
quence of the overestimation 
of revenues and underestima­ 
tion of expenditures” in Ei­ 
senhower’s Januarybudget. 
The catch in this claim is 
all in one little word—the 
word “it.” The “it” refers to 
the 
anticipated 
deficit 
18 
months from now'. The budg­ 
et message repeats again and 
again that the deficit will be 
limited to the miscalculations 
—the over-optimism—of his 
predecessor, not at aU to the 
Kennedy administration’s own 
spending programs. 


BUT DO THE figures in th« 


Kennedy budget confirm the 
Kennedy words? 
Kennedy’s owrn figures show 
that, w'hile the new adminis­ 
tration's expenditures do not 
alone create the deficits this 
year and next, they do in­ 
crease the size of those defi­ 
cits appreciably. That seems 
to me quite different from 
w'hat the President is saying. 
It is quite true that, be­ 
cause of the recession, the 
economy is producing less 
revenue than the Eisenhower 
administration expected, that 
Eisenhower 
underestimated 
his own expenditures. The 
truth 
is 
that 
Eisenhower 
w’ould almost certainly have 
had a deficit and that Ken­ 
nedy has upped it. The facts 
are these: 
Kennedy’s additional spend­ 
ing programs this year will 
produce an estimated deficit 
of $2,169,000,000 while, even 
on Kennedy's own calcula­ 
tions, the Eisenhow’e r deficit 
weuld have been $805,000,000. 
And in June, 1962, the Eisen­ 
hower programs would have 
produced a $704,000,000 defi­ 
cit while the new Kennedy 
programs, 
including 
$655,- 
000,000 increase in the de­ 
fense budget, will produce a 
deficit of $2,826,000,000. 


PRESIDENT K E N N E D Y 
may have felt he had to go 
through this strained political 
exercise of blaming his pre­ 
decessor for the upcoming 
budget 
deficits. 
Only 
two 
months ago he went far out 
on a precarious lnnb by de­ 
claring 
that 
his 
programs 
would not “of and by them­ 
selves unbalance’’ the earlier 
budget—and there he hung. 
The President can reason­ 
ably defend his spending pro­ 
grams as prudent and neces­ 
sary, but what seems unfair 
is to give so much "credit” to 
Eisenhower for th« *ize of 
tho deficit».
